Louis S. Taylor, lormer Youth 
-Bweaii detective with the Vir- 
ginia Beach Police Division has 
joined the staff of newly elected 
Commonwealth's Attorney An- 
dre Evans as a "Special inves- 
tigator" with enthusiasm and 
high hopes for the ftiture. 

Taylor will be concerned pri- 
marily with the preparation of 
cases going before the city's 
courte. He told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN of the Importance 
he places upon his new job. 
Taylor said, "I've noted a need 
for the correlation of the police 
and the office of commonwealthls 
attorney for some time." 

"1 don't want to appear criti- 
cal", Taylor said, "but in the 
past this was not available to 
the extent it should have been, 
and there Is many a person 
Walking the street today who 
should have been convicted but 
wasn't because of this lack of 
preparation of cases." 

As Taylor assumes his new 
duties he expressed the hope for 
some revision of the legal pfo- 
cedures which govern the oper- 
ation of a law enforcement offi- 
cer, and the courts, with em- 
phasis on recent Supreme Court 
rulings regarding the "warning 
of rights" required prior to the 
questioning of anyone suspected 
of violating the law. While being 
interviewed by the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN, Taylor said "re- 
xeht (Supreme Court) decisions^ 
have handcuffed us to a degree", 
and questioned how far the rul- 
ing goes and if It applies to 
Juveniles. 

His recent close work with 
juveniles also prompted Taylor 
to express his desire for 
^changes In the handling of such 
persons who are brought before 
the Juvenile Court. Taylor said 
he "would like to see the names 
of juvenile offenders and their, 
parents given the publicity due ' 
them." 

Taylor relected over his new 
appointment by saying, "need- 
less to say I'mproud and pleas- 
ed to be recommended by Police 
Chief James Moore and being 
accepted by Evans. It's- a new 
position and there are no guide- 
line^ to go by, but I'll have the 
leadership of Evans and my 
counterparts in other cities." 

Working with the Virginia 
Beach Police Division since 
November of 1965 prompted 
Taylor to comment on the sta- 




laylor 

ture of his feUow workers bjf 
saying, "I think they've increa- 
sed In quality to a great degree 
and it comes from the division 
leadership." As for morale 
within the Police Division, Tay- 
lor said it "Is the best I've seen 
In any type occupatio'h." 

A native of Madison, Wis., 
Taylor joined the U.S. Marine 
Corps at the age of 18, follcndng 
his completion of elementary 
and high school. Progressing 
through the ranks Taylor was 
commissioned In 1952 while 
serving in Korea, and retired in 
July of 1965 as a Ci^italiir- 

HIs military career includied 
combat not only in World War 
ll,^uT also during the Korean 
War and in Vietnam. His Marine 
Corps service included frequeirt 
assignments as a court martial 
prosecuting attorney, a defend- 
ing attorney, or as a member of 
the court's board of officers. 
Taylor's background for sudi 
assignments was obtained 
through a 14-week legal course 
at the U.S. Naval School of 
Justice at Newport, R.l. 

Taylor is 44 years of age and 
resides in the Arrowhead 
section of Virginia Beach with 
his wife Vesta, aAd four of their 
children. Their eldest daughter 
is attending the University of 
Maryland.

The year 1968 will see the 
comp'etion of many buildings 
aiid prograiTis begun in 1967, as 
well as the begin^nings of 
numerous -new projects. It will 
be a year of continuing rapid 
growth, but more than that, It 
will be a year of concrete 
planiiing for the future. 

The new Courts building and 
the new Welfore Building in the 
Municipal Center at Princess 
Anne will be completed, not 
only easingthe present cramped 
space problems but also making 
it possible to move ahead more , 
easily, ,^-...^^ - - -. . - , . 

The new Jetties, the dredging 
of a channel aa^ a marina a.U 
Rudee Inlet, long awaited, will 
be finished and offer unlimited 
prospects for the future of that 
southern end of the Beach Bor- 
ough. 

One new office building, the 
Malibu, will be completed soon, 
while in that same area, a new, 
targe food market will soon be 
started. In addition, the mam- 
moth Pembroke East Shelving 
Center will be begun in the 
spring.

Just a hundred miles away 
140 men will begin to reshape 
the face of the laws of Virginia 
next weeJc. They face an arduous 
task, and they are charged with 
setting the policies that Vir- 
ginians* themselves included, 
must live by. Not only are they 
establishing precedent each 
time they vote, but they txre 
also patterning the future for 
all of us. 

This session will p robably 
face more important issues 
than any other session has since 
Patrick Henry made hisfannous 
speech. Oddly enough money is 
still the mc'jor problem. Taxa- 
tion still plays an importaht 
part. But all we ask of our 
legislators is taxation with re- 
presentation and the most for 
our tax dollar. 

Distribution of the sales tax' 
under the porposed formula is 
not beneficial to Virginia 
Beach.

But on a 
note of caution, reckless credit 
spending by the state is no 
better than reckless household 
credit Sperling. 

Local option wiU come before^ 
the Assembly. We hope it will 
be allowed out of committee and 
counted on the floor of both 
houses. And we hope it passes. 
We want the opportunity to vote 
on liquor-by-tHe-drink In Vir- 
ginia Beach. We feel we deserve 
that right under the law, and we 
mxH It NOW.

Brilliant colors are stimu- 
lating and should be used with 



caution— sweeping across a 
large expanse of window, they 
give dramatic effect, but one 
which may be hard to live with. 
More restful colors like beige, 
soft greens ami blues, or gold 
may be desired for their re- 
laxing effect In a living room 
or bedroom. 

Lined draperies are some- 
times preferred to unlined 
ones, because they tend to keep 
a room warmer in the winter 
and cooler in summer. Lining, 
also helps prevent fading, 
makes draperies hang better 
and adds years of life to them. 
A special Fiberglas lining is 
available for Fiberglas drap- 
eries. 

Remember all the remultlp- 
lying of scores of figures that 
you used to do when measur- 
ing your windows for ready- 
made draperies? If curtain 
calculations once made you do 
mental gymnastics, you'll be 
grateful for these simple new 
rules for taking window meas- 
urements offered by the Owens- 
Corning Fiberglas Corporation. 

Width: 1) Decide where the 
curtain rod is going to be pla- 
ced. It ma;^; be extended any 
distance to 'the right or left of 
the window to give good pro- 
portion to the room. 2) Mea- 
sure rod width from end to 



end to get your width. 3) Add 
four inches for overlap and 
another four inches for return 
for «cb side of the drapery. 
On wall-to-wall draperies no 
return is necessary, but the 
overlap^ should be six inches. 
The overlap and- return mea- 
surements, added to the width 
measurements will give you 
your overall pleated width. 

Length: 1) Measure from the 
top of the rod to the length you 
want. 2) Too avoid hooks and 
pleats being viewed from the 
outside, the rod should be pla- 
ced a minimum of three in- 
ches above the window. 3) There 
should also be a minimum of 
three inches allowed below the 
window so the bottom hem isn't 
visible from outside. 

Here are some other help- 
ful hints : On 'Ordinary wall in- 
slallatlons using a-standard 
buckram heading, the dr£4)ery 
should extend about one inch 
above the rod, so add this ex- 
tra inch when ordering your 
finished length. Oh ceiling in- 
stallations, where the drapery 
CAN'T extend above the rod, 
the measurement ftom the toj 
of the rod to the length de- 
sired Is your correct finished 
length. Be sure to leave one 
inch clearance from the floor, 
so the draperies can be drawn 
easily.

Refinancing 
Is Bay Span 
Possibility 

A long overdue report on 
possible re-financing of the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge Tunnel 
is reportedly in the hands of 
bridge -tunnel commission 
members. They are allegedly 
studying the report and there is 
^me speculation the results of 
the survey may come up at the 
next commission meeting on 
Wednesday. Jan. 17. 

The debt - ridden facility has 
long been plagued with financial 
problems and the commission 
authorized in August the 
preparation of a feasibility 
study with an eye toward 
possible re-financing of at least 
part of the lx)nds which were 
issued in three series. 

The survey was made by the 
financial consulting firm of 
Wainwright and Ramsey of New 
Yor^, but as of the last commis- 
sion meeting had not been 
complied, mtiiough it had been 
exp.ected by sometime in 
November.

The last complete census of 
Virginia Beach was taken in 
1960, along with the rest of the 
nation. Each year since that 
time the research department 
of the University has estimated 
the population. Last year's 
figures show the population at 
approximately 143,000, while 
locally estimates reach as high 
as 170,000. 

In 1968 a school census is to 
be made by law, and now Coun- 
cil has appropriated $15,000 to 
make thai census a complete 
one, one that will not only be 
accurate but will also give in- 
formation about the residents 
that would not be gathered in 
the school census. 

Sales tax money returned to 
localities is based on population 
figures from the University, 
and many City officials feel 
Virginia Beach has been coming 
out "on the short end of the 
stick" because of low population 
estimates.

Virginia Beach tUgh schools 
may include a course in sex 
education In the curriculum. 

A complete study of the mat- 
ter is currently underway and 
has been for several months, 
A representative from the 
School Board attended a con- 
ference in Roanoke last fall. 
Recommendations are expected 
soon. . 

"There is a tremendous div- 
ision of opinion whether It is 
proper for public schools to 
offer this cou^jse," said E.E. 
Brickell, Virginia Beach's in- 
coming school superintendent. 

Several civic clubs, includ- 
ing wbmen's clubs in Virginia 
Beach have urged institution of 
such a courise^in city high 
schools. 

Brickell did say that there 
is a strong posslbllltyjhat the 
course will be offered in high 
schools here in the future and 
that the survey was begun "with 
an eye toward Instituting the 
course." 

Lt. Henry Capps; head of 
the Virginia Beach Police Juv- 
enile Division, said he feels 
such a prcqpram would be a 
benefit in protecting children 
against cases of 'child molest- 



ing, indecent exposure and in- 
decent liberties. He noted that 
there had been at least 50 in- 
vestigations of reported sex 
offenses during the last four 
months of 1967. 

"My feeUng is that the kids 
from the high school level on 
up should not be kept in the 
dark about anything that could 
put them in danger, " said 
Capps. "I think there are ways 
kids could be educated abcnit 
molesters, without getting too

After being stalled in one kind 
of dispute or another for several 
years, the project Is moveing 
years, the project Is moving 
ahead steadily now, and is ex- 
pected to be completed during 
1968. The long stone jetties 
stretching from Rudee Inlet at 
the south end of the Beach 
Borough into the Atlantic Ocean 
are expected to be completed 
by Jan. 31. The longer of the 
two is already finished, accord- 
ing to Curtis. 

Next the dredging of the 
channel, being undertaken by 
the Virginia Beach Erosion 
Commission begins almost im- 
mediately, with a completion 
target date of April 15. 

Construction of 154 slips and 
berths for all types of pleasure 
craft up to the large charter 
boats in conjunction with the 
marina itself will be partially 
finished by summer. Construc- 
tion will probably start by mid- 
February, according to Curtis. 

"When it's finished in the 
fall," said Curtis, "it will be 
the most modern marina on the '^ 
East Coast, with all services 
and a dockmaster." 

Bids for the timber bulkhead- 
ing of the slips 'have already 



been called for and will be 
opened shortly. 

The new marina has not been 
named and the Authority is 
sponsoring a contest to get the 
most appropriate name, Curtis 
said. The winner of the contest 
will receive a $100 U.S. Savings 
Bond. 

"A lot of people have worked 
hard on this project for seven 
or eight years," said Curtis. 
"And I'm only glad to see a 
culmination of alt their plans."

Bad weather Ti^-sday night 
caused the cancellation of sev- 
eral civic club programs online 
forthcoming bond isSue*-Jan. 20. 
School officials could not get to 
their speaking engagements be- 
cause of hazardous road con- 
ditions.

But between now and the date 
of the special bond issue ref- 
erendum at least ten spealcers 
will be attending as many civic 
and school meetings as possible 
to discuss the need for the 
acceptance by voters of the 
mammoth bond issue.

They also are confident 
the issue will be approved. 

As soon as voter approval is 
forthcoming, the. go-ahead will 
be given for construction of- 
several schools, especially a 
secondary school in the Prin- 
cess Anne Plaza area and the 
. vocational -technical high 
school. 

A Tfarge turnout Is being 
sought by school officials on 
Jan. 20, but response for such 
a request Is slow in coming, 
they say. They admit to having 
some difficulty interesting the 
public in the bond issue, even 
though it affects every citizen 
of Virginia Beach.

beach convention center must 
be decided now, and that is 
what the committee is trying to 
do. A report from the committee 
is expected in the near future, 
after several months of work. 

'/'It is a foregone conclusion 
that the present structure was 
never built to handle the growth 
Virginia Beach has experien- 
ced," said Scott. He added that 
he is "unhappy" with the pre- 
sent situation. 

The present building will acc- 
ommodate about 4,000 people 
In two shows on a given even- 
ing, according to Scott, but only 
about 400 cars can be parked 
on the parking lot. 

Many city officials believe 
the Dome should be maintained 
as a backup structure but a 
convention center should be 
built elsewhere, because if a 
large addition Is built to the 
Dome, there will be no parking 
area left, and land nearby for 
parking could not be purchased 
reasonably.

icials are looking into the matt- 
er. Levine plans to build a

Privately some officials feel 
the area is too far from the 
Beach Borough, the ocean and 
the bulk of hotels and motels, 
but have not discounted the 
offer. 

One other possible site being 
eyed offers a challenge. Some 
officials would like to see the 
swampy area off Laskin Road 
where the old sewage treat- 
ment plant is located be filled 
and the complex be built there. 

"It certainly is an interesting 
idea," said Scott. "The city al- 
ready owns the land, and it Is 
near the hubofthe resort area."

Jack Harris, general manager

Apartment Units 



Construction has already iw- 
gun on one federal rent supple- 
ment apartment proj-ct in 
Virginia Betch. Another is ex- 
pected to begin In Juij-, about 
a monil; before the first units 
of the la'tlal project are ready 
for occupancy, that is if City 
Council and the Planning 
Commission aeree. 

The first 125 units of Bay- 
side Arms Apartments are 
being built on a site near 
Chinese Corner on Witchduck 
Road, and an additional 90 units 
will be built later, according 
to C. W. Hickman, a member 
of the contracting firm of Hick- 
man and Associates, sponsors 
of the project. 

Hickman said this is the first 
such rent su{^lement apartment 
complex in Virginia. Approval 
was received from the Depart- 
ment o£ HoiBlng and Urban 
Development (HUD) earlier this 
year and fluids were reserved 
for the rent supplements for 
tenants- who can qualify. Ten- 
fants will be 62 and over, and 
their incomes will fall within 
certain limits, as prescribed 
by law. 

Hickman added that the pro- 
ject has the support of Virginia 
Beach City Council. Applica- 
tions aje now being accepted for 
the interracial project. 



Construction plans were de- 
veloped by Laszio Aranyi, AIA, 
Architect, in cooperation with 
the Virginia Beach consulting 
firm of Langley, McDonald and 
Overman. The mortgage Is in- 
sured under the National Hous- 
ing Act. 

The other lOO-unit apartment 
complex is being sponsored by 
the First United Church of 
Christ on a non-profit basis. 
That complex to be known-as' 
New Light Manor, will ba built 
on Newtown Road near Davis 
Corner. According to Charles 
Pitts, chairman of a special 
church committee, an agree- 
ment has been made with a Nor- 
folk realtor to purchase the 15 
acres necessary for about 
875,000, the FHA appraisal. 

Applications for zoning 
changes for the complex came 
before the City Planning Co'mr . 
mission Tuesday, but was- de- 
ferred. Opposition is expected. 
New Light Manor, like Bayside 
Arms Apartments, will have 
one, two and three-bedroom 
apartments, but without air 
conditioning or luxury ap- 
pliances added.

Pilot Program 

At its regular meeting Mon- 
day City Council approved plans 
for clly participation in a three- 
year pilot program of juvenile 
rehabilitatioji. 

Virginia Beach was picked 
recently as the city to take 
part in the program on the basis 
of great praise for the city's 
handling of juvenile offenders 
by the National Council on 
Crime ^ Delinquency. 
: The progriin ^ dfesighedto 
help kee[) jiyFvehilid btfenders 
from becoming habitual crimi- 
nals, by complete supervision 
through the courts and the pro- 
bation office. State officials of 
the Department of Welfare and 
Institutions' feel the program 
tould help eliminate cases «f 
repeated juvenile delinquency. 

Th» plan calls for a staff to 
include four probation officers, 
two rehabilitation workers, two 
clerical workers and a staff 
psychologist. A psychiatrist 
would also be employed on a 
part-time basis eadi week. 

State and federal grants v-lU 
aid the city in implementing 
the unique program for juven- 
Ues 15 and over. During the 
three years, th^^tate and fed- 
eral governments will pay 
$256,864, while the city's share 
is $63,396. The flrst*year's 
share for the city is $10,300 
and increases about $10thou- 
sand for each of the next two 
years. Council appropriated the 
first-year share. 

The program is expected to 
get underway in Virginia Beach 
within the next three months, 
depending upon the time needed 
to hire a qualified staff, acc- 
ording to city officials. 

In other action Monday, 
Council adopted a resolution 
calling on the Virginia General

tiVhen asked how he became 
interested in taxidermy, DHvak^ 



replied, "I shot a pheasant when 
I was a young kid, and it cost 
too much to get it stuffed. So, 
I borrowed a book from a taxi- 
dermist in my home town, then 
stuffed and mounted it myself." 

Apparently the size of the 
subject makes Uttle difference 
to Duval, who says he also 
worked on frogs, and Insects, 
such as grasshow>ers. Duval 
attempts to restore the subject 
to as much of a life-like state 
as possible. For example, he 
recently stuffed a small mouse 
which he. placed in the claws of 
a hawk indicating it to be a bird 
of prey. 

The most unusual job Duval 
says he completed was the 
stuffing of a "fiddler" crab, 
approximately one inch In 
diameter, which he is using as 
a paper weight. 

Time and cost of completing 
a project will depend upon the 
size af the subject. Duval says 
fowl, such as a duck, wiU re- 
quire five to six hours to com- 
plete and will represent an 
investment of approximately 
eight dollars, while preparing 
a deer head, including tanning 
and curing, would involve 
approximately two weeks and 
cost from $20 to $80, depending 
on the size of the head. 

Another favorite project of 
Duval's is the making of "gun 
racks", which would be a prize 
■treasure of any outdoors men or

Her husband, Raymond

Cinclant (Commander-in-Chief, 
Atlantic' Fleet) Compound at 
Norfolk. Their sons are first- 
grader Sfeotty, 6, and Todd, 4. 

Both the Bucheisters are 
originally from Clear Lake, 
Iowa, where Mrs. Bucheister 
first began exhibiting her work 
when she was in high school. 
She has also exhibited portraits 
in California, where her husband 
was stationed at Alameda Naval 
Air Station, near San Francisco.

Having moved to Virginia 
only a few months ago, Mrs. 
Bucheister has not yet exhibited

tor, and was impressed by the

Bucheister is a career Navy 
man, and his artist/wife hopes 
the family will someday be 
stationed in Europe. She has a 



friend now in Paris, studying at 
the Sorbonne, "And, oh, if I 
could just walk through it!" 
she laughed. 

Traveling is one of the things 
^ Mrs. Bucheister likes most, 
about the Navy, "There are 
some people who live all their 
lives in one place," she said, 
and they're limited. If we can 
. give our' children soniething 
wider, well, that will be fine,'" 

Mrs. BUcheii'ter studied art 
in high schorl, after having 
become interested in it as a 
result of a dcai^ing kit given her 
when she w^ 12 by her mother. 
She continued her art studies 
at junior colleges and night 
school, "between babies," she 
explained. 

The Navy Wives Clubs of 
America pamphlet is the first 
example of Mrs. Bucheister's 
work to reach Virginia viewers.

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Your home in winter needs 
the ^y flowers anl delicate 
scent of bulbs in bloom. Most 
house plants become a bit weary 
at this season and may be quite 
drab in appearance. It is easy 
to get the early touch of spring 
with some easy to grow bulbs. 
Good examples are paper-white 
narcissus and the cape cowslip. 

These bulbs can be bought 
from your local nurseryman or 
florist. The paper -white nar- 
cissus produces one to three 
graceful clusters of perfumed 
flowers in only five to six weeks. 
You win need a container about 
four Inches deep and large 
enough for at least three bulbs. 

It's really quite easy to plant 
the narcissus bulbs, but some»* 
what harder to describe the 
process simply! But here goes: 
Place a 1/2 inch layer of clean 
small pebbles in the container. 
Set the bulbs firmly and add 
more stones around the lower 
a/a of the bulbs to within 1/2 
inch of the top of the bowl. The 
top 2/3 of the bulbs should 
remain above the pebbles. 

Then, add water until it can 
be seen just below the top layer 
of stones. Put the bowl in a cool 
part of the basement in the dark. 
As the water evaporates, add 
enough to keep the level at the 
base of the bulbs. Caution! If 
you cover the bulhfi with water 
they may rot. 

Make successive plantings at 
7 to 10-day intervals to insure 
a long period of bloom. Start a 
few extra pots to share with a 
sick friend. The last planting 
should be made about Feb. 15. 
Bulbs planted after this date 
may lose Uieir vitality and grow 
poorly or not at all. 

When roots of the narcissus 
start to grow, tbe^ bulbs may be 
pushed up a little through the 



pebbles. Gently press them back 
down and add more stones. A 
good root system stoulddeveli^ 
in about two or three treidcs. 
You can check by carefully 
poking into the stones witii a 
small pointed stick. Whenroc^ 
can be seen a couple of inches 
below the surface, bring the 
bulls out into subdued light in 
the basement. Gradually in- 
crease the light as the foliage 
lengthens an^ the flower stalks 
develop. "^ 

The cape cowslip comes into 
bloom about six weeks after 
planting. It bears many pendu- 
lous, tubular flowers sdong a 
12-inch stem. You can select 
from varieties having yellow, 
orange or red flowers. One 
variety has red buds, followed 
by yellow flowers which are 
tipped with red when young and 
look like tfhy firecradcers! 

Plant your cowSlip bulbs Just 
below the surface in a good soil 
mixture for house plants. Use 
bulb pans or narrow plastic 
seed flats. Water well once, and 
then store in the basement at 
about 50 degrees Fahrenheit in 
subdued light. Don't bring them 
into the sunlight until a strong 
root system has developed. This 
will be evident when roots grow 
through the drainage holes in 
the bottom of the container. 
Water them sparingly from the 
bottom by setting in a shallow 
pan of water. 

Cape cowslips grow best 
under cool conditions. Iniact, 
the buds may dry up and fall to 
bloom if grown at temperatures 
above 65 degrees. So, keepthem 
in a cool room or on a cool 
porch. They need rather liberal 
watering just before and during 
the flowering period. Use small 
stakes to hold blooms erect. 

It really takes just a little 
effort and Uie rewards are great !

A quote from a story by my father (June I, 
1967) indicates that Hay drove the other borders nuts with his 
new "music." 

"George's leisure hours were spent listening to records of 
fiddle music and all the old-time tunes they played for square 
dances. He would stand enthralled in the center of the floor, his 
eyes closed, his feet barely moving in time to the music. He 
fwased otfy to start the record over and over—and over wliile 
Us coffee-drinking companions in the kitchen all but wept in 
•Qguish." 

Hay wei^ to Chicago as an announcer for the Sears, Roebuck 
it Co. radio station, and It was there that the old time fiddlers' 
program, ttie Barn Dance, began. It was not until he went to 
WSM with its open channel and the power to blanket the nation 
tbat tte Idea really took hold. 

At 12 Georfe Hay is still active and likes to take long daily 
walks* He has settled in Virginia Beach because his daughter 
and gnrntehUdren are here. 

Seimrsl jwm ^ be wrote a book about his experiences. He 
still Ul^ to rerateisee with friends.

Depaiimmts Hunt Fmter Parents 



PR. ANNE BOROUGH-"lt's 
a wonderful job and a much 
needed service," said Mrs. 
Reba Hicks, a child welfare 
supervisor for Virginia Beach, 
aboutfoster parents. 

She and welfare officials from 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake and 
Norfolk are now engaged in a 
joint project to find more foster* 
parents for children in the 
Tidewater area. The p r o j e c t 
began this week and will run 
through next week. Clerical 
workers from all the agencies 
will help to process applica- 
tions. 7 

"We need the kind of foster 
parents that can offer warmth, 
affection and consistent and 
purposeful discipline," said 
Mrs. Hicks. "We need lots of 
different kinds because we have 
many different kinds of child- 
ren." 

When couples apply they are 
Investigated on an individual 
basis she said. "Certain couples 
would have an aptitude for one 
kind or one age child and some 



another." 

Foster parents can state a 
sex or age preference. 

"We're looking for normal, 
averfiige families who enjoy 
working and playing together, 
so the foster children can learn 
what responsibilities a mother 
or father have," Mrs. Hiclcs 
explained. "Usually theyhaven't 
gotten this at home." 

Children of all ages are 
placed In foster homes because 
for many different reasons they 
are not able to live in their 
own home or have no home- 
abuse, marital strife, broken 
homes, runaways, children with 
emotional problems, parents 
who can not properly care for 
them. The welfare departments 
receive the children from the 
courts. 

"We work with the child and 
the parents to bring them back 
together. Sometimes neither 
'4)arent wants the child, which 
results in long term foster 
care," said Mrs. Hicks. 



"Permanent foster care is 
not the answer for any child. 
We look to the relatives first. 
Children are always happier 
and more comfortable with a 
member of their own family if 
possible." 



She said that sometimes when 
parents divorce and remarry, 
they may take the children baclc 
after two or three years when 
their lives are more stable. 

Every foster care child has 
a case work to work with the 
foster parents and the child's 
parents.- 

"They may not be able to see 
it at the time, but every foster 
parent leaves a definite Impres- 
sion on the child," Mrs. Hicks 
said. 

She said most children do 
"quite well" in the foster home 
situation. Case workers are 
trained to handle any problems 
tbat arise. 

Foster parents are provided 



with board, clothing and medical 
care for each child. The child 
is given a physical examination 
as soon as possible. 

^ Mrs. Hicks said it is always 
difficult for foster parents to 
give up the children, but they 
are prepared in advance for 
the separation. "Almost all 
foster parents are sad to see 
them go but are glad to see 
them go back with their own 
parents. All agree that a child 
needs its own parents." 

The number of children foster 
parents can take is determined 
by their physical ability, 
strength in discipli'iie and 
sleeping space. 

Service families are eligible 
if they are -going to be in the 
area for a year or two. 

At the end of November there 
were 232 foster children in 
Virginia Beach, incloding 13 
new referrels from the oourts. 

There are 13 child welfue 
workers and two supervisors.

VA Liberalizes Age 
For Educational Aid 



Effective Oct. 1, the maximum 
age limit for sons and daughters 
of veterans entitled to Veterans 
Administration educational 
financial assistance was raised 
from 23 to 26. The liberalization 
Is provided in a new law signed 
by the President last Aug. 31. 

Eligible for this help under 
the War Orphans Educational 
Assistance program are the 
sons and daughters of veterans 
who died or were permanently 
andlotally disabled as the result 
of a service-connected injury 
or illness. 

They may receive grants 
from the Veterans Administra- 
tion up to $130 a month for 36 
months of approved, f^lt^time 
edll«ge or vocational ti:^iiiij;i|g. 
Lesser grants are tiika^for 
three-quarters or half-time 
training. 

While an 18 to 26 age limit 
generally applies, a young 
person may begin school before 
age 18 and, in certain instances, 
continue after age 26. 



Marriage is not a bar to this 
benefit. 

Ge'fi^rally, benefits under this 
p r g r a m are for students en- 
rolling in colleges, universities 
and technical schools. Below 
college-level courses may be 
taken only in schools which 
offer specialized train}ng that 
will fit a student for a vocational 
goal. 

A person entitled to assist- 
ance under this program who is 
handicapped by a physical or 
mental disability may receive 
specialized training.

Bond Referendum Called Necessity for Beach

In two days, Virginia Beach 
voters go to the polls to vote 
on five bond issues. The largest 
part of the $18 J' million refer- 
endum is for constiCiQtion and 
equipping of hew schobls and 
for juiditfens to existing schools. 

The other parts of the rergr^^r 
endum ar« $1.5 million of hi^- 
way Improvements, $1.17 
million for municipal buildings 
auLland acquisition, $1.25 for 
new sewer lines and $80,000 for 
a new library in Kempsville. 

It has been pointed out that 
taxes wil} rise as a result of 
.approval/ of the bond issues, 
Mtlth the exception of the issu- 
ance of sewer bonds. City 
Manager W. Russell Hatchett. 
has said taxes may rise as 
much as 30 percent. Other say 
it will not be as much, while 
still others say it could be 
more. 

But regardless of the tax rise, 
city officals are quick to point 



out how low the tax rate on 
real estate has been in Virginia 
Beach up to this time, and that 
even a sharp rise will serve 
only to put Virginia Beach in 
the same or similar tax cate- 
gory with surrounding areas. 

The bond issue was set on a 
Saturday in the hope of getting 
more people to the polls. Offi- 
cials consider voter apathy the 
greatest enemy.of the. issues at 
stake. There has been little or 
no opposition to the issues. 
School officials, in particular, 
feel that Virginia Beach resi- 
^dents are nware of the school 
needs and while they may not 
^predate a tax hike they kitew 
they must have the schools. 

The school part of the r^er- 
endum has received great and 
varied suHwrt. On Tuesday, 
Owen B. Pickett, chairman of 
the Vlr^nla Beach Democratic 
Committee issued a statement 
endorsing all of the matters to 



be voted on and encouraging 
voters to go to the polls Satur- 
day. 

The Good Government Asso- 
ciation also endorsed the school 
part of the referendum as well 
as the library in Kempsville. 
GGA president Reld Ervin,said 
school .needs were , of prime 
importance to the group. 

Several businesses have used 
their outdoor signs to endorse 
the issue, such as Pembroke 
Mall Shopping Center and Plaza 
Roller Rink. An educational dis- 
play concerning the bond issue 
has been set up and manned in 
the mall to show voters the 
scope and problems of the issues 
at stake. 

Retiring School Supt. F. W. 
Cox said he hc^es as many as 
10 to 12Jhousand people will 
gp to the polls not only to show 
a vote of confidence but also to 
Mtelp the city secure a good rate 
6t interest on the bonds. There 



seems to be little opposition to 
the school issues. Cox said. 

Since the issue was announc- 
ed, School officials have been 
talking to all PTA and civic and 
fraternal groups about the pro- 
blems 4nvolved, PTA groups are 
also conducting a"telephone 
marathon". Campaign buttons 
and bumper sticRers were given 
out. Pamphlets were printed and 
distributedte tell the full story 
, of school needs. All the work by 
so many people however, has 
failed to bring*about sharp in- 
terest. City officials hope that 
the little amount of talk about 
the Issues will result in a large 
vote' rather than a small one. 
They hope the apparent little 
interest is really approval. 

Hatchett issued a statement 
in the waning days of the cam- 
paign urging voters to give 
the entire bond issue full sup- 
port.

Tht rough terrain and swamps 
of Fort Stroy provided excell- 
ent training for the Marines, 
while the Navy made use of 
the waters off the shore of 
the post. Army LARCs were 
used to take Navy jet pilots 
out into the Chesapeake Bay, 
where they were put overboard 
to be picked up by helicopters 
conducting simulated rescue 
operations. 

Fort Story personnel also 
responded exceptionally well to 
the Red Cross Bloodmoblle and 
the United Fund Campaign. Do- 
nations to the bloodmoblle in 
1967 more than doubled the 
previous year's total. Also, 
Fort Story achieved 160 per- 
cent of Its dollar goal in the 
United Fund Combined Federal 
Campaign. 

The past year was filled 
with celebrations for Fort 
Story. The command hosted 
open houses for both Fort 
Story's 50th Anniversary and 
Armed Forces Day. A record 
crowd of several thousand 
viewed the varied equipment 
displayed within the Fort, and 
a commomorative float re- 
ceived honors In the Virginia 
Beach Armed Forces Day Par- 
ade. 

Fort Story also joined Fort 
^ustis in celebrating the 25th 
Anniversary of ..the Transpor- 
tation Corps with the ai^rop- 
rlate birthday balls. 

Large groups attended both 
Easter Sunrise Services and 
Cape Henry Memorial Servici^ 
at the stone cross which marks 
the site of the first landing of 
the English settlers. 

Changes In commands at 
Fort Story were headed by the 
assumption of the post com- 
mand by Col. Thomas D. Em- 
ory upon the retirement of Col. 
John R. Williams In March. 

Lt. Col. Robert J. Warner 
returned from the Texas res- 
cue operations In September to 



assume command of the '78th 
Transportation Battalion (Ter- 
minal). Activated In November 
1966, the battalion became op- 
erational on Sept. 7^ 1967. 

On the recreational side, a 
large new picnic area was op- 
ened adjacent to the Capehart 
housing area.

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Is your Christmas poinsettla 
beginning to lose its splash of 
color? And nothing you do 
• seems to help; Its leaves con- 
tinue to turn yellow and drop, 
and the bracts (blooms) fade 
and drop, also. 

This Is no fault of yours. It 
is the nature of the poinsettla 
to do this as it finished its 
blooming period. 

If you want to keep the plant 
for possible re-bloomlng next 
year, put the plant, after it has 
dropped Its bloom, on its side 
in a cool place and let It drop 
Its leaves. Water only enough 
to keep It from dehydrating. In 
mid-March, clip back the 
stalks, water and fertilise. 
, Starting around next Oct. 15, 
the plant must have at least 12 
hours of uninterrupted darkness 
per day, and should be placed 
In full sunlight during the day. 
In approximately 60 to 70 days, 
the plant should be In flower.

Christian pointed out "we 
have very little mobilization 
problem. If the men see it start 
to snow, theyautomatically 
report". 

This first challenge of the 
season for the DPW in keeping 
the city's streets open was 
conquered at an estimated cost 
of nearly $24,000. Christian 
> told the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
an estimated $8,900 was spent 
in coping with ice which covered 
the roadways on Tuesday«ight, 
and the addlttonal work resulting 
from the Wednesday snowfall 
cost an estimated $15,000. 

The entire project Involved 
the work of approximately 171 
men, 38 dump trucks, 24 snow 
ploughs, 16 chemical spreaders 
and 3,171 tons of sodium chlor- 
ide, calcium chloride and sand. 

Christian said the city con- 
tains 60 miles of primary road, 
which are of main concern in 
the event of ice or snow condi- 
tions, in addition of 672 miles 
of secondary {oads.

Certainly this is unusual 
weather not seen here often, but 
Virginia Beach has always been 
able to handle the problem well. 
Certain other localities do not, 
unfortunately. They either rent 
some eiCjuipment to spread the 
chemicals or pray for warm 
weather. And obviously our 
drivers are not as used to this 
kind of hazard as others. There- , 
fore the State and other locali- 
ties should take a lesson from 
Virginia Beach and plan ahead, 
then implement that plan.

Snow, Ice - 
Can Dainage 
Plants. Trees^ 

The weight of snow and ice 
can dams^e branch^ of orna- 
mental plants, A.S. Beecher, 
horticulturist at Virginia Tech 
said. To prevent such damage, 
tie together the tops of upright 
evergreeens that live multiple 
stems. After a snowstorm, 
shake or brush off the snow as 
soon as possible. 

Heavy snow followed by rain 
or sleet may be especially 
dangerous because of increased 
weight, he said. Twigs and limbs 
become increasingly brittle as 
temperatures fall. Use care in 
knocking ice off stems and 
branches and prop up snow or 
ice-laden branches. 

"When shoveling snow from 
the driveway, be careful not to 
throw it on low-growing orna- 
mental plants," warned Beech- 
er. "The extra weight may 
cause limbs to split. Carefully 
remove drifted snow that settles 
around the lower branches of° 
evergreens and broad-leaved 
evergreens. The weight of the 
snow may be enough to cause 
sten breakage."

Symposium Strikes Blow 
For Safety Everywhere

Mrs. Philip Lee Russo and 
Mrs. E.G. Middleton, Jr., were 
responsible for organizing and 
conducting one of the most im- 
portant meetings held in our 
area. 

Eight of Virginia Beach'sKvo- 
mens clubs sponsored the Sym- 
posium on Safety in coopera- 
tion with the Allstate Foun- 
dation at 10 a.m. on Tueisday^ 
'' Jan. 16, at the Mariner. More 
than 130 women attended the 
panel discussion and luncheon. 
Mrs. Wtfley B. Cooper, saf- 
ety chairman of the Virginia 
Federation of Womens Clubs, 
was panel moderator; partici- 
pating in the discussion was 
Cidl«D Johnson, director of saf- 
«ltf, Virginia Farm Bureau, who 
was a member of the Virginia 
Traffic Saf^ Study Commiss- 
ion.

ors, the Image of traffic coyrts 
be enhanced, proper and tlde- 
quate emergency treatment be 
enforced, and all drivers be re- 
examined periodically, regard- 
less of age. 

Air safety in the United States 
has one billion dollars annually 
allocated and only 1,900 deaths 
recorded. Traffic deaths in the 
U.S. number 53,000 with only 
$30 million given, jjie. women 
were told. - 

Also on the panel was James 
T. Watkins, managing director 
of the Richmond Area Safety 
Council , whose subject "The 
Woman's Role in. Safety" stated 
safety should begin at home. 
The greatest causes of home 
fatalities are poison with child- 
reh and falls with the aged, 
Watlcins said, 

Watkins suggested that slnc^ 
the Mothers' March Again 
Polio a few years ago elin/i- 
nated polio... why not a march 
for safety? 

The third member of ihe 



panel was Mrs. Georgena Hav- 
elena, national safety chairman 
for Pilot International, who has 
singlehandedly initiated many 
programs for youth safety on 
national, state 'and local levels. 
The- fourth and fifth members 
of the panel were the National 
Teen Road-e-o Driving Cham- 
pions, Miss Sharon Ann Red- 
man and Pat Webb, who helped 
renew faith in young drivec§ by 
co-narrating a film of the 1967 
Road-e-o. This year two out of 
five teenagers will be involved 
in an accident, minor and ma- 
jor, delegates were told. 

Mrs. Agnes Beaton, women's 
director of safety, A llstate 
Foundation, wte the luncheon 
guest speaker and hostess, 
whose topic was "it's Up to 
You." She asked, "Why must 
we wait until tragedy strikes 
close to home before we act? 
Safety begins with You." 

Mrs. Russo then requested 
that any and all Interested cit- 
izens, support the recommen- 
dations of the Study Commiss- 
ion by writing to the governor 
and state legislature. 



"I always march," said Mrs. 
Robert B. Cromwell Jr., wife of 
the city's vice mayor. 

"It's easy if everyone does a 
street. I'm more than willing to 
do my share and help the cause," 
Mrs. Cromwell said sincerely. 

The blue-eyed blond mother 
of two boys tluree and four years 
old is honorary chairman of the 
1968 Mothers March on Birth 
Defects, which will be held Jan. 
19-21.' Robert E. Harrington is 
camiMlgn director for the dty. 

"Neighborhood chairman are 
in charge of block chairman," 
Mrs. Cromwell said. "Theytry 
to keep each marcher down to 
10 houses." ^ 

She pointed out that 1968 is 
the 30th anniversary of the 
March of Dimes and the 10th 
year of the March on Birth 
Defects. 

"The big victory was the 
elimination of' polio. It was all 
done from the door to the lab- 
oratory. 

"The fight on birth defects 
covers everything from prenatal 
care of mothers to research 
into the RH factor. I think it's 
harder for people to conceive 
of the tremendous dhallenge of 
Urth defects," she said. "A 
German measles vaccine should 
be on the market in 1970— the 
result of research." 

Mrs. Cromwell had a booklet 
which said that 700 infants aday, 
or one every other minute, are 
born wiUi birth defects»a total 
of 250,000 a year out of 3,600,- 
000 live births. 

"People today don't want so 
many children, but they want 
each one to have the very best 
th^ can and make the very 
most of their lives," she said

The March on Birth Defects 
supports research at medical 
schools throughout the United 
States, Mrs. Cromwell said. 

, "There are 100 birth defect 
centers in the United States 
where children are sent for 
diagnosis, and treatment if 
prescribed. The closest is the 
University of Virginia in Char- 
lottesville. Dr. Thtirman has a 
staff of 12. Virginia Beach sent 
$1,500 for research there last 
year. 

"One third to one half of all 
mothers do not see a doctor 
before the birth of their child. 
Everyone is trying to reach 
^ese people. 1 thiidi It tas to 
pay off." 



Mrs. Cromweli said that the 
Salk Institute was built in Cali- 
fornia by March of Dimes funds 
on land donated by the city of 
San Diego. The institute is 
studying moleculer biology— 
that is, causes of body immunity 
and why the body accepts or* 
rejects grafts, tumors and 
transplants. ' 

The March still supports 
($1 1/2 million) people who had 
polio before the vaccine was 
developed. 

"All this comes froni mothers 
who put Oh their coats and 
march," commented Mrs. 

Cromwell. -— -r;"— 

The local Mardi group hopes 
to buy a piece of equipment for 
the General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach from part of this year's 
funds, Mrs. Crpmwell said. , 

"By helping otners today, all 
can help their own— the children 
of tomorrow— escape the great 
destroyer, birth defects." 

Other activities connected 
with the March include a benefit 
dance which will be held at Bow 
Creek Country Club on Feb. 9.

of a oeir headquarters for the 
"dispatchers office" of the 
Virginia Beach Fire & Rescue 
Units. -v' 

The new h^dquarters, whl(^ 
has bem in the planning stage 
for "a caapU of years", will 
replace the present location in 
the Botch Borough tire station 
at 20ttiStre^ and Arctic Avenue. 

Ilils dfice was opened Just 
over five years ago when Pro- 
cess Anne County and Virginia 
Beadi merged to form the 
present day city, and functions 
as the "nerve center" of every 
fire unit in the city, as^well as 
the various rescue squads, and 
the department of public works 
after this office has closed at 
nights and on weekends, 

The operation of the office is 
presently handled by a staff of 
five men. George Held, holds 
the position of "Chief" dispat- 
cher, and he is assisted by 
William T. (mil) Rice, M.C. 
C<w«lge, W.A. Garrett and 
William Holland. These men 
work rotating shifts which allow 
for tiie staffing of the office 
"around the clock" every day 
of the week. 
. Held told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH, SUN every call for 
assistance which comes into the 
Office receives the same degree 
of Importance. In the event of a 
report of a fire, the two com- 
panies closest to the scene of 
the alarm are dispatched 
immediately, and reports from 
units arriving at the scene will . 
either return equipment not 
needed, or issue a call for 
additional men. and equipment. 
When a call from police, or the 
public, is received for rescue 
squads in the event of traffic 
accidents or other calls for 
medical assistance, the call 
goes out to the squad closest to 
the scene; 

During 1967 men of the various 
fire d^artments were involved 
In flghUng a total of 1,841 fires 
and Hie investigation of 49 false 
alarms. Fires fell into the 
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George Held, chief fire and rescue dispatcher, surveys a portion of. 
the equipment required in operation of the present '^dispatchers 
office".

categories of buildings (resi- 
dential and/or commerciaO, 
woods and grass, automobiles, 
and miscellaneous. These 
alarms involved the handling of 
17,319 radio messages between 
the various units and the dis- 
patcher's office. 

Of the 14 fire units protecting 
the city, nine are equipped with^ 
rescue squads, in ad ^ 
Beach Borough Squa 
operates separately froll 
fire department. The majority 
of these calls involve dispatch- 
ing ambulances for assistance 
in the case of auto accidents,, 
heart attacks, maternity cases 
or miscellaneous mishaps. Last 
year 5,093 such calls -Iwere 
issued in the city. 

When a call for assistance is 
received by the dispatcher on 
duty the fire or rescue squad 
involved is alerted by setting

Incident- 
ally, In addition to radio 
monitors in each of the unit 
headquarters building, each man 
of the fire units and rescue

ig a review of the opera- 
tion )of the dispatchers office, 
told the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN, "sometilnes it takes two 
men on duty at the same time 
due to the large numt>er of calls 
coming into the office". Held 
also pointed out, that while this 
office is a separate city opera- 
tion, not connected with any 
individlial fire department, 
directly responsible to the city 
manager "the men of aU 
departments and city officials 
are always very cooperative 
with us". 

As to how t^e public could 
receive better service in cases 
of emergencies, Held^ufgested 
they "try and remain ct^m in 
an emergency and give the 



information over the phone 
slowly and accurately in order 
to pinpoint the location and 
determine the type and amount 
of equipment needed". 

Glancing around the office. 
Held with a grin said, "We're 
cramped for space right now, 
but by the middle of summer 
we hope to be in new quarters. 
These are planned for a new 
building to be constructed 
adjacent to the new Princess 
Anne Plaza Volunteer head- 
quarters in Windsor Woods". 

Following the opening of 
competitive bids for the new 
dispatcher headquarters, Car- 
roll G. Clough, city purchasing 
agent told the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN seven bids had been re- 
ceived for the contract.

USS Enterprise Is Floating City for U.S. Protection

originated at tbe Alameda Naval 
Air Station In Oakland, CalU.

On the ag«)da was a four -day 
cruise on the USS Enterprise, 
plus a three-day stand on the 
Island of Oahu that vouldseeus 
visit primary naval Installations 
In and around Pearl Harbor. 

The purpose of our trip was 
to be "briefed" by high-ranking 
Naval officials on United States 
activities In Qie mid- Pacific ah^ 
their relationship to the Vietnam 
war. 

With me were 14 6ther civlli- 
t^ans, all invited by the Secretary 
of the Navy. Our group included 
~6§wsite|)er pubMsfterr, neWspa- • 
per editors, television and radio 
executives, and even a wealthy 
Texas oil man^iuid an advertis- 
ing executive from Boston, 

In this and in fqllowing issues 

of the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN, 

I will report on various phases 

■ of this trip{ Today's report 

deals with the USS Enterprise. 

Skippered by Capt. Kent Lee, 
a native of Florence County, 
S.C., the world's largest and 
only nucl6«r attack aircraft 
carrier leaves nothing to be 
desired. This iruler of the waves 
is powered bv eight reactors 
generating 200,000 horsepower, 
bringing out a top speed of 
better than 30 land miles per 
hour. Twenty-five stories tall 
from top to bottom, the Big 
"E" has a flight deck covering 
4.47 acres. 



By now you must have the 
picture, The Enterprise Is big, 
fast, mqdern and self-sustain- 
ing. V 

Moe^ of ail. the Enterprise 
is dangerous to«ft^ho challenge ^ 
the right of American freedom. 
Staffed with some 100 of the . 
world's finest fighter and bomb- 
er jets, the big "E" is capable 
of launching aircraft at the rate 
of one every 15 seconds. Four ' 
huge catapults accelerate Jet 
|t>ombers to a speed of 165 miles 
per hour from a "standing - 
start" in a distance of ?50feet. 

There are pumerouSt^pejt« ' 
jet planes on Ihis floating air-v -" 
field. Included are the F46 
Phantom 11^ Drlmarily designed 
to intercept IndJlfistroy enemy *"" 
aircraft. It Is rated as the 
world's fastest aircraft with a 
speed Of 1,600 miles per hour. 
The RA-5C Vigilante combines 
with this plane for a highly 
flej^le intelligence-gathering 
caiJacity."Wel|hlng In at 3D toM 
it can attain speeds of Mach 2. 





I More than 5,000 men were 
jaboard the Enterprise on this 
particular cruise, consuming a 
total of 15 thousand meals dally. 
Drinking water Is produced from 
the sea by huge distilling plants 
capable of producing 280^000-. 
gaUons In a 24 hour period.

A Single link from the anchor 
chain weighs 360 poundr while 
the four rudders total 140 tons 
and the same numl>er of pro- 
pellers chalk up 258,000pounds. 

This floating city has eMugh 
electric generating power to 
supply the needs of two million 
people. It habits own air con- 
ditioning plant,placksmith shop, 
tMLTber shop, bUtcijers^p, hos- 
pital, ice cream planip dental 
office and, oh yes, even four 
powder rooms for the ladies. 



Two unusual Enterprise 
planes are the KA-3B Skywar- 
rior and E2A Hawkeye. The 
Skywarrior makes possible 
"in-flight" refueling, thus 
enabling fighter and bomber 
jets to safely reach "homebase" 
after extended raids into enemy 
territory. The Hawkeye, one of 
the navy's most appropriately- 
named planes, hovers high over 
the mother ship while Its modern 
radar equipment searches 
hundred of miles in all direc- 
tions, precludinganypossibility 
of a sneak attack. When one 
considers that the Hawkeye has 
some $9 million dollars worth 
of electronic and radar equip- 
ment aboard it is relatively 
simple to evaluate Just how 
important this aircraft is. 

Of particular interest to this 
observer was the A6A Intruder. 
This Is the Navy's newest 
operational Jet with the ability 
to bomb equally well on day or 
night missions, regardless of 
weather conditions. The Intru- 
der has a. 12-ton fuel capacity, 
a^urlng tremendous range and 
versatility and, roost import- 
ant, has a nuclear weapon 
delivery capacity. 



The Black Panthers of VA- 
35, the Navy's third oldest 
carrier squadron, fly the A6A 
Intruder. Their home base is 
NAS Oceana, in Virginia Beach, 
and their skipper is Cdr. Glenn 
E. Kollmann, whose wife, C^- 
men, and their four children 
reside onCrabtree Lane. To our 
eyes, this soft-spoken native of

In complete agreement with 
their commander are such men 
as Chief Darrell Sheets, who's 
wife and four daughters live on 
Lady-e-ourt, Virginia Beach, 
Chief Gene Sones, who left his 
wife and three children on 
Greenwell Road, Virginia Beach 
and Chief Howard Phillips whose 
wife and two childrfin receive 
their mail on West L»vp, Vir- 
ginia Beach. The^e mki and 
many of their buddies left their 
loved ones here. They send their 
love and best wishes for con- 
tinued good health. 1 

After four days with men like 
Cdr. Kollmann, who was return- 
ing to combat duty with 98 
missions logged and a disting- 
uished Flying Cro^s on his 
chest, we departed the. Enter- 
prise at Pearl Harbor firmly 
convinced that America's "fin- 
est" are up front, doing the job 
in a spirit and manner that 
should make draft cardburjiers 
sick to their stomachs. .

Virginia Beach City Council 
made short work of its Monday 
meeting at City Hall, but settled 
two most important matters. 

Council approved the Planned 
Unit Development ordinance, 
which had been delayed at the 
last meeting so that several 
Councllmen and Acting Planning 
Director, Patrick Standing could 
visit several similar develop- 
ments in the Washington area. 

In effect, the ordina|)ce adopts 
a new zonii«u:atfig^y, applic- 
able to developments 50 acres 
or more In size. It also allows 
houses to be built, on lots 
smaller than any now existing 
in Virginia Beach, but calls for 
"green belts", as weU as open 
recreational areas around 
clusters of houses. At no time 
does vehicular traffic interfere 
with pedestrian traffic.

After observing tbt Aleoiiottt 
Beverage Control laws during 
the past 35 years throughout tbe 
United States we can say without 
hesitation thatthe sale of spirits 
in small quantities, more places 
and longer hours will not 
diminish domestic problems, 
deaths and accidents on the 
highways, drunkeness, alcohol- 
ism and mental disease but 
accelerate them. 

The proposed bill legalizing 
liquor-by-the-drink through 
local option has several glarli^ 
weaknesses, the major one 
being its local option provision. 
Under section 4-45 of the pre- 
sent Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Act not less than 30 per centum 
of qualified voters of any county, 
city or town must sign the 



petition calling for a local option 
election on beer, wine or spirits. 
This whisky-by-the-drink bill 
sets up another local option law 
requiring only 15 per centum of 
ttie qualified voters in any 
county or city to sign the petition 
for a local option election. Why 
make it easier to vote-in 
whisky-by-the-drink than beer 
or wine or an ABC Store? 

In spite of the fact that Vir- 
ginia has not had whisky-by- 
the-drink for 52 years, theU.S. 
News and World Report maga- 
zine lists Virginia as one of the 
fastest growing states in ithe 
Union.

Any fundamental change in the 
method of selling spirits should 
not be determined on a local 
basis but rather by a State-wide 
Referendum.

How Big, GladsGrow 



(Editor's note: Here is ano- 
'ther in the series of articles 
on home horticulture by Wes- 
ley P. Judklns of the horti- 
culture department at Virginia 
Tech.) 

Are you fed up with the eter- 
i| ^ nal competition to produce lar- 
ger and larger flowers in your 
garden? If so, the delightful 
miniature gladiolus areforyoq. 
These sturdy plants produce 
spikes which are two to three- 
feet tall. They are much more 
useful in flower arrangements 
for the average home than the 
so-called super, giant and col- 
^ossal varieties. 

The miniature glads were 
first discovered in the rain 
forest of Rhodesia nearly 80 
years ago. The individual flo- 
wers were small and scattered 
along the stem so they were 
not very inpressive. As a re- 
sult, this fine plant was neg- 
lected until recent years, when 
its real potential was apprec- 
iated. Now, plant breeders have 
developed some exlgulslte var- 
ieties and fresh unusual colors. 

Miniature glads are easy to 
grow. All they need is a fertile, 
well-drained soil. They love 
the sun, so do not plant them 
near trees. Although they grow 
well even in a hot dry,8um- 
mer, better flowers wlllbe pro- 
duced if adequate moisture is 
provided. Plant the corms four 
or five Inches deep, and no 
support will be needed for the 
spikes. (Corms are sometimes 
erroneously referred to as 
bulbs.) They are very effective 
in groups in the border or small 
flower garden. 

The new varieties of minia- 
ture glads have strong, wiry 
stems. T|iey are also quite flex- 



ible so arrangements can be 
casual and graceful. The petals 
have good sulstance and are 
long-lasting after being cut. 
The splkds open gradually from 
the base of the stem, so each 
bloom may be attractive for 
about 10 days. 

Check your seed catalog or 
garden center now to be sure 
you caB get cotms for planting 
next Sluing. Your garden center 
manager should be pleased to 
secure them for you if he has 
not cairried this item in the past. 
Many beautiful varieties are 
available. Here are a few of the 
Ail-American Selections whidi 
you may ^aitf to try: 

Green 'n Gold, as the name 
suggests, has green and gold 
tones. 

Little Slam, has long slender 
spikes with small frilled red 
florets. 

Snowsprite, a sparkling white 
with greenish throat. 

Blue Sapphire, a llglit blue- 
, violet with white throat. 

Goldilocks, is a fine golden 
yellow. 

Frisky, a deep scarlet with 
gold edges. 

Little Pansy, is a rugged» 
growing light violet type with 
darker blotches. 

What Is It? 

An herb is the leaf of an 
aromatic plant which grows in 
the temperate zone. A spice, 
on the other hand, may be a 
root, bark, stem, leaf, bud, 
seed or fruit 6t an aromatic 
plant which grows In the tro- 
pics. 
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"T|ie underlying theory," 
said Hollins Dean John P.

Mrs, Britton's heart conditiiOD 
has definitely not made an 
invalid of her. She is a past 
president, of ih« Lkdlvs 
Auxiliary to the Plaza Volunteer 
Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad and still rides the ambu- 
lance to help with patients. 

She also helped organize the 
Mid-City Woman's Democratic 
Club of which she was president 
and is now a member, along 
with the Woman's Democratic 
Club of Virginia Beach. 

Volunteers will receive Heart 
Fund contributions on Heart 
Sunday, Feb. 25. Proceeds bf 
the drive at Virginia Beach this 
year are to be given to the 
Cardiovascular Center at Kings 
Daughters Hospital. The slogan 
of the volunteers is "Give so 
that more will live."

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For six months the 39-year- 
old woman seemed to suffer 
from a 'cold/ with an almost 
daily low-grade fever, chills, 
irritability, inability to sleep.

What washer 
trouble? Top much coffee. 

According to Dr. Hobart A, 
Reimann, writing in the Journal 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, his patient drank 15 to 
18 cups of coffee a day, con- 
taining a probable total of nearly 
two grams of caffeine. A single 
gram of qiffeine can cause 
mental confusion, shivering, 
tremors, vomiting, diarrhea.

Preparedness Is Byword of Pacific Fleet 



By Jacic Harris 

Hitting tlie entrance to Piarl 
Harbor with a giant air crift 
carrier like the Enterprise can 
be likoied to threading a needle 
at d^t. You almost h»re to use 
the Braille system. 

Pearl Harbor at some points 
is no more than 40O feet wide. 
The Enterprise, with her huge 
flight deck, is 257 feet wide. 
There is little room for error. 

On this early ajn. of a Sunday 
morning some 15 newsmen, 
including this reporter, could 
attest that the Navigation officer 
of the Enterprise did his job 
without a hitch and without the 
_help of navy tugs. Once inside 
the harbor there still was the 
challenging taskofputtingherto 
docksi^e. The Enterprise draws 
36 feet of water. In some 
sections of the Pearl harbor 
channel there is no more than 
36 feet to work with. We docked 
safely bolstered by the sound of 
Hawaiian music and the sight of 
' lovely island maids greeting us 
with the traditional Aloha dance. 

With such a sight it was no 
problem at all in shucking our 
sea legs and returning to the 
life of a land lubber. However, 
in departing the Enterprise it 
was with the firm conviction that 
when the huge ship weighed 
anchor. It would be with a clean 



bottom. There just wasn't that 
much water, at least not straight 
(town! 

The Hawaiian Islands lissome 
2,000 miles due west of the 
California coast. Our main point 
of contact was Oahu Isle, 
meaning "the Gathering place". 
In many ways Oahu's four 
coastlines can be compared to 
that stretch of shoreline between 
San Diego and Los Angeles in 
Southern California. There long 
stretches of white sand dent the. 
coast line, gently washed by the 
beautiful blue waters of the 
Pacific. Turning from the beach 
you are caught immediately by 
the beauty of the evergreen 
Koolaru mountains, anchored at 
one end by "Diamondhead" and 
at the other end by some of the 
finest surfing waters in the 
world, Waimea Bay. 

Oahu, in addition to famous 

Diamondhead mountain lures 

more than a million tourists 

from the mainland each year, 

offering such sights as Peai-l 

Harbor's "Baftlesh'ip Row*', 

Waikiki Beach, the sacred falls 

of Hauula, Hickam Fi(^d and 

Honolulu's authentic Chinatown. 

Oahu is the home of the 

University of Hawaii, houses the 

state capital and is the final 

resting place of World War n 

correspondent Ernie Pyle, 

along with many of our honored 

war dead. 



The agenda for our first day 
in Hawaii was divided into two 
parts, a briefing by top navy 
officials on the importance of 
the Islands to U.S. defense in 
the western Pacific and a boat 
tour of Pearl Harbbr.

You could readily see that 
Oahu was "Navy" and that there 
have been tremendous changes 
since that day In 1814 when 
crewmen of the USS Essex towed 
a captured British ship into the 
harbor, marking America's 
first contact with the "Pearl of 
the Pacific." 

It was not until 84 years later, 
in 1898, that our Navy fully 
realized what a Pearl it really 
was . . .as a naval base. 

The United States was at war 
with Spain during that year and 
Commodore George Dewey was 
having his problems. The 
Spanish were fighting out of the 
Philippines. They had a base in 
which it was easy to stor^ both 
food and ammunititon. The U.S. 
fleet, with the mainland thous- 
ands of miles away, battled at 
a disadvantage until Dewey 
finally licked the problem of 
running dry by using Pearl 
Harbor as a storage bin for the 
instruments of war. Pearl 
Harbor worked well for Dewey 
and it has been working for the 
U.S. ever since. 

In many ways the Hawaii of 
today can be compared to our 
own Tidewater area, in that the 
Navy is "Big" business. Better 
Uian 15 percent of the Oahu's 
population Is made up of 
servicenten and their families. 
During 1966 defense spending In 
Hawaii amounted to $518.8 
million. 

To better understand such an 
expenditure you have to visual- 
ise the Islands as "Big Bertha," 



home base for the world's 
largest naval command, the 
United States Pacific fleet. 

During our briefings we 
1 e a r n e d that the Pacific Com- 
mand is charged with the 
responsibility of (A) supporting 
our allies in the far East, (B) 
supporting the army and the air 
force, both in the extreme west 
Pacific and as life guards along 
the coast of Vietnam, (C) 
supporting our overseas bases 
by assuring safe arrival of food, 
raw m^rials and ammunition, 
(D) patroling a Hawaiian sea 
frontier, covering some 7,400- 

000 miles. 
At the navy "briefs" we 

learned that the .Pacific 
Command is doing the job in a 
very professional manner. 

Lessons learned from World 
War II and the Korean conflict 
have been put to good use. The 

Pacific Command is staffed with 
men, guns, ships, planes, sub- 
marines and detecting devises 
that are top caliber. We could 
-ncrw see where American -tax 
dollars were going and it felt 
, good. There was little or no 
evidence of "waste". , 

The Commander in Chief 
Pacific (cmPAC) is Adm. U.S. 
Grant Sharp. Although stateside , 
Grant Sharp. Although statesid- 
ers have heard a great deal 
about General Westmorland 
throu^ news media covering 
the Vietnam War, not too much 
has been said or written about 
Adm. Sharp. We found him to be 
a most personable indlTldual,^ 
dedicated to a naval career and 
the job intrusted to him. Adm. 
Sharp was quick to answer 
questions that were not of a 
classified nature. HeisoK>osed 
to any "lull" in the bombing of 
Vietnam and observed "whether 
we like it or not the United 
States is engaged in World War 
m, at, least electronically." 

Second only to Sharp in the 
Navy's Western Pacific com- 
mand is Adm. John J. Hyland, 
commander seventh fleet. 
There is a particular note of 
local interest here in that 
Admiral Hyland's predecessor, 
Adm. Roy Johnson has recently 
retired frora the service and 
wiU reside in Virginia Beach. 

In addition to briefing from 
Sharp, Hyland and many other 
high ranking Navy officials, our 
group was thorqu^ily schooled 
in the various type of weapons 
and missiles that are being used 
or can be "put to use" In the 
Vietnam war. 

These weapons have such 
strange sounding names as 
Sparrow 111, Sidewinder. Terr-

missile. Each is designed for a 
specific type of "hit". Most are 
controlled and fired by highly 
sophisticated electronic track- 
ing systems and c6)nputers. > 
ing systems and computers. The 
highly technical magnetic and 
homing mines attached to the 
missiles make it possible for 
jets, surface ships aiul even 
submarines to deliver a "load" 
without visually seeing the 
target. 
In mdst cases it is the data 
, gathered by the electronic 
computer system that comm- 
ands whereand when the missile 
is to be fired. Jet bombers, for 
example, have outdated the 
World War II bombadier. Once 
the camera is "on target" the 
missile is discharged automat- 
ically. 

If there is such a thing as 
beiAg fascinated by a specific 
action in modern air warfare 
to me it would be the almost 
constant '"dogfights" bietween 
American jet bc^bers and the 
enemies surface to air missile. 
Most of the pilots we talked to 
seem to hold more concern and 
respect for air missiles than 
they did for the Russian built 
Migs. 

One of the big problems is 
locating the missile once it has 
been launched, particularly 
during daytime raids. First you 
must determine if the missile 
has your name on it, and then 
you have to out-manuver it^ 
much in the same manner as an 
enemy aircraft. Armed with 
Russian knowhow, the North 
Vietnam ground gunners launch 
air missiles that strike with 
uncanny accuracy. There is no 
such thing as a low flying 
aircraft getting away. Strangely 
enough, high altitudes also run 
an increased margin of risk 
from the surface to air missiles. 
The Navy has learned, through 
costly experience, the most 
likely "safe bombing" altitude. 
It Is rated "classified." 

Once during a briefing session 
our groiQ) was shown a motion 
picture film, taken by a jet 
fighter, of an actual bombing 
raid over North Vietnam. It was 
made in color and is something 
I won't soon forget. In one scene 
a navy jet made a direct hit on 
an aous^tioQ depot andifosa 
moment it seemed the whole 
world was afire. In another 
scene the cameras were trained 
on a Mig fighter desperately 
trying to dodge a surface to 
surface missUe. He didn't make 
it. ^
